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In  Ireland  the  Very  Revd.  Theobald  Mathew  is  known  as  the  Apostle  of  Tem¬ 
perance.  From  10th  April  1838  until  his  death  on  8th  December  1856  he  gave  the 
pledge  to  many  thousands  of  grateful  men  and  women.  Even  if  many  of  the  con¬ 
temporary  accounts  ot  Father  Mathew’s  conversions  to  temperance  tend  to  exaggerate 
the  actual  numbers  who  took  the  pledge,  nevertheless  the  numbers  must  have  been 
considerable. 

Temperance  medals  bearing  Father  Mathew’s  name  in  white  metal  are  even  today 
very  common  and  those  in  brass,  copper  or  silver  are  not  uncommon.  Gold  medals 
were,  however,  only  issued  in  small  numbers  and  few  seem  to  have  survived. 

Father  Augustine  informs  us  that  a  Mr.  John  O’Reilly,  in  whose  house  Father 
Mathew  stayed  in  November  1840,  was  particularly  kind  and  “as  a  token  of  gratitude 
he  (Father  Mathew)  presented  Mrs.  O'Reilly  with  a  gold  temperance  medal  valued  at 
£15.”'  Elsewhere2  it  is  said  that  Doctor  Foran,  Bishop  of  Waterford,  was  likewise 
presented  with  a  gold  medal  and  it  has  been  further  suggested  that  other  bishops  who 
took  the  pledge  also  received  gold  medals. 

My  friend,  Dr.  Alan  York,  of  East  Hampton,  New  York,  U.S.A.  informs  me  that 
a  gold  medal  inscribed  to  Most  Revd.  John  Hughes,  July  1849  is  preserved  in 
Boston.  The  Most  Revd.  Dr.  John  Hughes,  Bishop  and  later  Archbishop  of  New 
York,  is  referred  to  in  Father  Augustine’s  book  in  relation  to  Father  Mathew’s 
missions  in  Dublin  in  1840  and  in  U.S.A.  in  1849. 

On  28th  July  1976  one  such  gold  medal  was  sold  by  auction3  in  Dublin  and  it  was 
acquired  subsequently  by  the  present  author.  This  was  an  impression  in  22  carat 
gold  of  the  Cork  Total  Abstinence  Society  medal  of  the  usual  kind,  43mm  in  dia¬ 
meter  and  weighing  58.8  grammes  or  1.88  fine  ounces.  On  the  rim  is  engraved  the 
words  To  the  Revd.  Doctor  John  Miley  from  his  grateful  friend  the  Very 
Revd.  Theobald  Mathew. 

On  the  basis  of  its  weight  the  bullion  value  of  the  medal  in  the  1840’s  would  have 
been  approximately  £1.9.0  so  that  the  value  of  £15,  as  given  by  Father  Augustine, 
was  probably  not  far  out,  bearing  in  mind  the  cost  of  striking. 

The  Rev.  Doctor  Miley  was  a  well  known  Dublin  priest,  born  in  Kildare  in  the 
year  1800.  He  was  one  of  the  “reverend  gentlemen  in  the  vicinity  of  the  altar’’  when 
Father  Mathew  preached  in  The  Cathedral  Church  of  St.  Mary’s,  usually  known  as 
the  Pro-Cathedral,  in  Dublin  on  29th  March  1840. 4  An  obituary  notice5  described 
Father  Miley  as  historian,  scholar,  patriotic  priest  and  a  boon  companion  ot  Daniel 
O’Connell,  who  did  much  to  help  bring  relief  to  the  Irish  starving  poor  as  a  member  ot 
the  General  Relief  Committee  in  the  years  1847  to  1849.  He  was  made  a  prebend  or 
canon  attached  to  the  Pro-Cathedral,  Dublin  about  1850  and  tor  a  period  (c.  1854- 
1859)  he  was  Rector  of  the  Irish  College  in  Paris.  On  his  return  to  Ireland  he  was 
appointed  Parish  Priest  of  Bray,  Co.  Wicklow,  a  post  which  he  held  until  his  death  on 
18th  April  1861. 

It  is  probable  that  Father  Miley  was  presented  with  the  gold  medal  when  Father 
Mathew  was  conducting  his  campaign  in  1840. 
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A  DIMINUTIVE  MEDALLET  FOR 
DEAN  JONATHAN  SWIFT

Dean  Jonathan  Swift,  perhaps  best  known  as  the  author  of  what  is  now  regarded  as 
a  children’s  book,  Gulliver's  Travels ,  is  depicted  in  a  number  of  medals  or  medallions, 
a  very  small  one  of  which  is  the  subject  of  this  note.  The  Very  Rev.  Henry  R.  Dawson, 
writing  in  the  year  1838  in  “A  memoir  of  the  medals  and  medallists  connected  with 
Ireland”  stated: 

Connected  with  the  times  of  George  I,  I  am  able  to  produce,  I  think,  one 
medailet  and  that  without  any  reverse.  It  is  very  small,  and  exhibits  a  three- 
quarter  bust  of  my  celebrated  predecessor  in  the  Deanery  of  St.  Patrick,  in  his 
full  wig  and  gown,  with  falling  bands.  It  bears  a  strong  resemblance  to  a  portrait 
in  my  possession  which  Swift  is  said  to  have  given  to  Vanessa  at  the  time  he 
quarrelled  with  her.  The  legend  is,  j.sd  d  d  .  s.p.d.  (Jonathan  Swift,  d.d.,  Dean  of 
St.  Patrick’s,  Dublin).  The  execution  is  tolerably  good,  but  I  have  not  been  able 
to  ascertain  either  the  artist  or  the  occasion  upon  which  it  was  struck.1 

Medallic  Illustrations  (1885)  has  the  following  description  of  the  medailet  in 
question : 

No.  249.  Dean  Swift  Died  19  October  1745. 

Bust  of  Swift,  three-quarters  1.  in  canonicals.  Leg.  j.s.dd.  s.p.d. 

No  reverse  .5 

Royal  Irish  Academy  /R.  Extremely  rare.  This  is  a  small  medallic  portrait 
executed  early  in  the  present  century  and  probably  intended  to  be  set  in  a  ring. 2 

William  Frazer  in  1889  refers  to  the  same  medailet  in  the  following  terms : 

A  little  medailet,  with  the  portrait  of  the  Dean,  who  is  represented  late  in  life, 
attired  with  full  wig,  bands  and  robes  to  wrist.  He  is  full-faced,  and  looks  to  the 
left.  Inscribed  j.s. d.d. s.p.d.  Reverse — Blank. 

Size  .6  Struck  in  silver.  This  exceptionally  rare  medal  is,  I  believe,  the  work  ot 
one  of  the  Mossops.  The  die  is  lost.  I  have  a  good  specimen.3 

The  medailet  in  question  is  interesting  for  several  reasons,  not  least  because  it  is 
the  smallest  in  the  Irish  series,  being  only  12.5  mm  (0.5  inch)  in  diameter  and  not  as 
Frazer  says  0.6  inch. 

Frazer  in  1889  believed  that  the  medailet  was  the  work  of  one  of  the  Mossops  but 
gave  no  evidence  to  support  his  assertion.  Dawson  on  the  other  hand,  writing  fifty 
years  before  Frazer,  states  that  he  had  not  been  able  to  ascertain  the  artist  or  the 
occasion  upon  which  it  was  struck,  which  is  surprising  if  it  was  the  work  of  one  ot  the 
Mossops.  No  evidence  has  come  to  light  since  1889  as  to  the  artist  responsible  tor  the 
medailet. 

As  to  the  time  of  its  execution  the  portrait  is  of  an  elderly  man  with  coarse  features! 
and  bulbous  nose,  which  would  suggest  that  it  was  based  on  a  late  portrait  so  Dawson 
may  have  been  right  as  to  the  similarity  to  the  portrait  “which  Swift  is  said  to  have 
given  to  Vanessa  at  the  time  he  quarcllcd  with  her”.  Medallic  Illustrations  also  gave  no 
reason  as  to  why  an  early  nineteenth  century  execution  was  suggested.  The  suggestion 
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in  Medallic  Illustrations  that  the  medallet  was  intended  to  be  set  in  a  ring  is  interesting. 
The  legend  on  my  specimen  is  i.sd  d  d.s.p.d.  and  not  as  given  by  either  in  Medallic 
Illustrations  or  Frazer. 

Specimens  of  this  medallet  are  preserved  in  the  Royal  Irish  Academy  collections 
in  the  National  Museum,  Dublin.  It  must,  however,  be  a  rare  medallet,  as  stated  in 
Medallic  Illustrations  and  by  Frazer.

EDWARD  THE  CONFESSOR

An  indirect  consequence  of  the  Godwin  rebellion  was  a  remarkable  improvement 
in  the  design  of  the  coinage.  Under  the  regime  of  Robert  of  Jumiege,  the  King’s 
goldsmith,  Spearhavoc,  found  it  politic  to  leave  the  country  taking  with  him  the

material  he  had  been  given  for  a  new  imperial  crown.  His  successor  came  from  the 
court  of  the  Holy  Roman  Emperor  and  brought  with  him  a  wide  knowledge  of  coin 
design.  Although  we  do  not  know  his  name  he  was  responsible  for  some  of  the 
finest  coin  designs  of  the  early  middle  ages.  His  first  type,  issued  in  1053, 
shows  the  King  bearded  and  wearing  a  helmet.  (Fig.  6)  The  beard  is  a  new  feature 
that  clearly  indicates  that  the  King  depicted  is  Edward.  He  symbolises  the  warrior, 
ready  to  defend  the  kingdom.  In  1056  he  introduced  a  design  that  was  without 
precedent  in  England.  The  obverse  shows  a  full  length  facing  figure  carrying  a 
sceptre,  while  four  imperial  eagles  fill  the  corners  of  the  cross  on  the  reverse.  (Fig.  7) 
This  design  was  inspired  by  a  coin  of  the  Byzantine  empire  and  shows  Edward  in 
imperial  splendour.  The  issue  of  1059  returns  to  the  bearded  profile  (Fig.  8),  the 
King  now  wearing  a  crown  and  sceptre  but  in  1062  came  another  innovation,  the 
friendly  facing  bust  of  Edward  that  first  caught  my  attention.  (Fig.  9)  Although  the 
design  is  inspired  by  a  late  Roman  coin,  the  portrait  is  unmistakably  that  of  Edward. 
The  final  type  again  returns  to  the  bearded  profile  with  pyramids  (piles)  in  the 
angles  of  the  cross  on  the  reverse  (Fig.  10). 

The  facing  bust  pennies  more  than  any  other  type  portray  the  Edward  of  the 
second  half  of  the  reign.  He  was  now  in  his  fifties,  unusually  old  for  a  King,  and  had 
two  effective  young  men,  Harold  and  Tostig,  to  lead  his  army.  The  affairs  of  state 
were  running  smoothly  and  Edward  was  able  to  devote  more  of  his  time  to  the 
pleasures  of  hunting.  Having  little  interest  in  formality  and  ceremony  it  fell  to  Queen 
Edith  to  ensure  that  he  appeared  on  state  occasions  properly  dressed  and  behaved 
with  suitable  dignity. 

One  matter  of  state  that  undoubtedly  did  exercise  Edward’s  mind  was  the 
succession.  Edward  and  Edith  had  no  children  nor  had  Edward  any  close  relatives 
still  alive.  As  Edward  grew  older,  several  claimants  prepared  to  fill  the  vacuum  ex¬ 
pected  at  his  death.  On  the  continent  were  Harold  Hardrada,  King  of  Norway, 
Svein  Estrithson,  King  of  Denmark,  and  the  ambitious  Count  William  of  Normandy. 
At  home  the  Earls  Harold  and  Tostig  were  both  regarded  as  favourites,  Tostig 
standing  a  little  higher  in  the  Queen’s  estimation.  In  1057  Edward  invited  his  half 
nephew,  Edward  the  Exile,  home  from  Hungary.  When  the  latter  died  the  King 
brought  up  his  two  daughters  and  son,  Edgar,  in  his  own  court.  However,  Edward 
declined  to  name  his  heir,  and  the  country  braced  itself  for  the  struggle  that  would 
certainly  occur  when  he  died. 

If  Edw  ard  wras  concerned  about  the  succession,  he  never  showed  it  in  his  actions. 
He  spent  much  time  on  his  favourite  project,  building  a  church  for  the  abbey  of  St. 
Peter  at  Westminster,  a  church  that  would  rival  in  magnificence  the  great  churches 
then  being  built  on  the  continent.  Little  is  now  known  of  this  building  since  it  was 
replaced  a  couple  of  centuries  later  by  the  Westminster  Abbey  we  know  today  but  a 
description  is  given  in  a  contemporary  biography  of  Edward8  and  it  is  illustrated  ir 
the  Bayeux  Tapestry.  Unlike  most  other  Saxon  churches  it  was  built  of  stone  in  the 
Romanesque  style  that  was  beginning  to  sweep  Europe. 

Not  to  be  outdone  by  her  husband  in  good  works,  Queen  Edith  similarly  en¬ 
dowed  her  Alma  Mater  at  Wilton  w-ith  a  large  stone  church,  which,  while  not  as 
magnificent  as  her  husband’s,  was  the  first  to  be  finished.  A  great  celebration  wras 
planned  for  the  dedication  in  the  summer  of  1065  but  the  event  was  marred  by  z 
disaster  that  presaged  the  dark  months  of  confusion  and  tragedy  that  lay  ahead 
Shortly  before  the  dedication,  the  monastery  was  devastated  by  a  fire  that  destroyec 
virtually  all  but  the  new  church.  Nevertheless,  the  consecration  was  held  on  schedule 
among  the  embers  of  the  old  abbey,  an  event  that  seemed  to  symbolise  the  coming 
destruction  of  the  old  Saxon  ways  by  newer  ideas  from  across  the  Channel. 
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The  death  of  Edward  and  the  tragic  fall  of  the  house  of  Godwin  came  sooner 
than  anyone  expected.  On  3  October  1065,  while  Edward  and  his  brother-in-law 
Tostig  were  happily  hunting  in  Wiltshire  they  heard  that  the  men  of  Northumbria 
were  in  revolt  and  had  killed  the  Earl’s  servants  in  York.  The  rebels  marched  south 
demanding  Tostig’s  replacement  but  Edward  refused  to  negotiate  while  they  were 
still  in  arms.  When  they  refused  to  disarm,  Edward  asked  Harold  to  raise  an  army 
against  them  but  he  refused  to  help,  realising  the  difficulty  he  would  have  in  recruiting 
a  force  to  fight  for  the  unpopular  Tostig.  Tostig,  bitter  at  being  deserted  by  his 
brother  in  his  time  of  need,  accused  Harold  of  complicity  in  the  rebellion.  By  the 
end  of  October,  the  rebels  had  reached  Oxford  and  Edward  had  no  option  but  to 
yield  to  their  demands.  Tostig  fled  to  Norway.  Edward  was  devastated  at  the  turn  of 
events.  He  suffered  a  stroke  and  went  into  a  decline.  Plans  were  hastily  made  to 
complete  Westminster  Abbey  for  a  dedication  at  Epiphany  in  case  the  King’s  health 
should  deteriorate  further  and  to  that  end  the  court  decided  to  keep  Christmas  in 
London.  On  Christmas  Eve  the  King  became  seriously  ill  but  managed  to  hide  the 
fact  until  after  the  Christmas  festivities  were  over.  The  dedication  was  hastily 
advanced  to  28  December  but  Edward  was  now  too  ill  to  attend.  On  4  January  1066 
Edward  lay  on  his  deathbed  attended  by  his  wife  Edith,  her  brother  Earl  Harold, 
Robert  Fitzmarch  and  Archbishop  Stigand.  With  one  foot  in  this  world  and  one  in 
the  next,  Edward’s  incoherent  ramblings  appeared  to  those  with  him  as  visions  in 
which  he  foresaw  the  doom  of  the  kingdom  and  the  corruption  of  the  church.  He 
died  on  the  feast  of  the  Epiphany  was  buried  in  his  newiy  dedicated  but  still  unfinished 
church,  a  scene  which  is  vividly  depicted  in  the  Bayeux  Tapestry. 

On  his  deathbed  Edward  apparently  named  Harold  as  his  successor,  but  the 
witnesses  to  this  testament  were  hardly  disinterested.  Whatever  Edward’s  last  wish 
may  have  been,  the  country  needed  a  strong  leader  to  fill  the  vacuum  and  Harold 
was  the  obvious  choice.  The  Witan,  already  assembled  at  London  for  the  dedication 
of  the  Abbey,  lost  no  time  in  electing  Harold,  and  within  hours  of  Edward’s  burial 
Harold  was  crowned  King  of  England  in  Westminster  Abbey  close  by  his  brother- 
in-law’s  newly  filled  grave.  During  the  next  few  months  Harold,  Tostig,  Harold 
Hardrada  and  William  of  Normandy  played  a  grim  game  of  chess  with  Edgar  being 
used  as  a  pawn.  In  three  short  moves  played  during  the  late  summer  of  1066  the 
pieces  were  rapidly  removed  from  the  board  and  on  Christmas  Day,  less  than  a  year 
after  Edward’s  death,  William  the  Conqueror  was  crowned  King  of  England  in 
Edward’s  new  church  of  St.  Peter  at  Westminister.  Saxon  rule  and  with  it  Saxon 
ways  had  left  England  forever.

BOMBAY  II  COPPER  COINAGES 

7.  1830-34 

The  coins  dealt  with  here  comprise  two  separate  issues,  those  of  1830-32  and 
1833-34.  The  designs  are  similar  and  as  there  is  some  mixing  of  the  dies  it  simplifies 
the  analysis  to  deal  with  both  issues  together. 


With  more  common  issues  such  as  these  and  the  consequent  larger  quantities 
available  it  is  possible  to  estimate  the  rarity  of  each  coin  with  more  certainty  than 
the  local  struck  “dump”  coins.  The  first  column  shows  the  number  of  each  coin 
found  offered  for  sale  over  the  past  20  years.  The  second  column  shows  the  quantity 
in  the  British  Museum  and  the  third  column  the  suggested  rarity.

The  \  Anna  1832  and  the  Pie  1830  are  “proof  only”  dates  which  may  not  be 
quite  as  rare  as  the  survey  suggests  for  I  know  of  several  of  each  in  private  collections.

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A  similar  situation  applies  with  the  {  Anna  1832  with  hijri  date  h  n  for  whilst  none 
can  be  traced  as  having  been  offered  for  sale  there  are  two  that  I  know  of  in  private 
collections  and  it  is  possible  that  some  of  those  listed  as  J  Anna  1832  did  in  fact  have 
the  hijri  date  \y  t\  and  not  the  more  common  \  r  t  v  •  In  all  these  cases  appropriate 
adjustments  have  been  made  in  the  suggested  rarity.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
whilst  Atkins  recorded  both  the  hijri  dates  for  the  J  Anna  1832  he  had  no  knowledge 
of  the  1832  J  Anna  or  the  1830  Pie.  The  Parsons  collection  contained  the  Pie  of  1830, 
where  it  was  described  as  a  pattern,  but  not  the  4  Anna  of  1832.  Although  the  British 
Museum  has  four  of  the  proof  ]  Anna  1830  the  evidence  collected  suggests  that  it  is 
a  very  rare  coin. 

Alost  collectors  will  be  aware  of  the  differences  in  the  size  of  the  letters  of  the 
value  on  the  coins  of  1833-34.  For  the  4  Anna  there  are  three  different  letter  sizes, 
2.5  mm,  2  mm  and  1  mm.  The  proofs  apparently  have  the  2  mm  letter  size.  There 
are  two  letter  sizes  for  the  J  Anna  and  Pie  of  1833.  The  \  Anna  being  1.5  mm  and 
1  mm  and  the  Pie  1.2  mm  and  .8  mm.  In  both  instances  the  proofs  have  the  larger 
size  letters.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  determine  with  any  accuracy  the  differences 
in  the  rarity  of  the  different  letter  sizes  from  those  in  the  survey  but  none  of  the 
varieties  appear  to  be  particularly  rare.  The  British  Museum  has  all  the  varieties 
and  looking  at  the  details  supplied  by  fellow  collectors  there  are  only  marginal 
differences.  Of  the  £  Annas  the  2.5  mm  letter  variety  appears  to  be  slightly  scarcer 
with  the  1  mm  being  the  most  common.  There  is  no  apparent  difference  with  the 
]  Anna  varieties  but  with  the  Pie  the  coins  with  the  smaller  lettering  are  probably 
more  difficult  to  find. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Pie  of  1831,  which  is  a  scarce  coin,  the  currency  coins 
are  quite  common.  The  coins  of  1833-34  continued  to  be  minted  over  the  following 
10  years  which  explains  why  some  of  them  appear  more  frequently  than  those  of 
1830-31  although,  unfortunately,  no  minting  figures  are  available.  Whilst  the  cur¬ 
rency  coins  may  be  easy  to  find  the  proofs  are  mostly  very  rare,  far  more  so  than 
some  of  the  earlier  issues.  Being  made  in  India  there  was  probably  a  far  smaller 
demand  for  such  “specimen”  coins  than  there  would  have  been  in  England. 

Some  mention  should  be  made  of  the  various  mules  and  unusual  pieces  which 
are  known  from  these  series  and  which  have  not  been  included  in  the  list  above : — 

£  Anna  1830,  mule  of  two  reverses. 

£  Anna  1833,  obverse  with  smaller  and  different  shield  to  usual  coin  with  reverse  as

There  are  also  patterns  known  with  a  similar  design  to  these  types  but  dated 

1821  hm.  As  they  were  not  taken  up  and  there  was  no  subsequent  issue  they  are 

therefore  dealt  with  in  this  part.  Of  the  four  values,  Anna,  \  Anna,  ]  Anna  and  Pie 
Major  Pridmore  was  only  able  to  trace  two  and  they  must  all  be  excessively  rare. 
There  were  probably  only  a  few  sets  made  which  would  rate  them  R7  or  perhaps  Rf>. 

LOUIS  XVIII  ‘LONDON’  GOLD 

By  “Piccolo” 

R.  A.  Merson  {Bulletin,  Sept.  1978,  page  273)  refers  to  the  Louis  XVIII  1815  20- 
franc  pieces  struck  at  the  Royal  Mint  with  marks  fleur-de-lis  and  r,  “the  latter  unlikely 
ever  to  be  satisfactorily  explained”.  I  think  however,  that  there  is  a  possible  explana¬ 
tion. 
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LOUIS  XVIII  ‘LONDON’  GOLD 


Given  that  the  coins  were  intended  to  circulate  in  France,  it  is  axiomatic  that  they 
would  be  expected  to  conform  broadly  to  the  prevailing  type,  yet  give  some,  not  too 
conspicuous,  indication  of  their  exceptional  provenance.  This  implied,  inter  alia ,  the 
use  of  a  mint-symbol  and  a  mint-mark.  For  the  former  the  fleur-de-lis,  as  a  traditional 
French  device,  would  be  unexceptionable  and  does  not  need  further  discussion  here. 

The  mint-mark,  though,  is  quite  a  different  matter.  Normally  it  would  be  a  letter 
of  the  alphabet  (exceptions,  like  the  cow  of  Pau,  are  very  few),  but  for  obvious  reasons 
would  need  to  be  from  a  defunct — but  perhaps  not  too  long  defunct — mint.  It  would 
probably  be  considered  injudicious  to  spoof  an  existing  French  mint,  as  well  as  making 
for  possible  legal  complications. 

The  letter  ‘r’  fulfilled  this  requirement  admirably.  It  had  long  been  the  mint-mark 
for  Orleans,  but  the  latter  had  struck  no  coins  since  1797.  (The  crowned  ‘r’  for  Rome 
1811-14  was  sufficiently  distinctive  to  cause  no  problem). 

Mention  has  been  made  of  the  necessity  for  an  oblique  reference  to  provenance. 
This  might  be  expected  to  favour  the  letters  M,  R  or  L  which  in  full  would  stand  in 
French  parlance  for  ‘Monnaie  Royale  de  Londres’  or,  for  a  bare  place-namej  as  was 
normal,  simply  ‘l’  for  Londres;  but  m  and  L  were  debarred  because  they  were  being 
currently  employed  by  Toulouse  and  Bayonne  respectively,  and  l  was  even  less  likely 
(assuming  it  were  available)  because  the  term  ‘London  (mint)’  was  never  used:  it  was 
always  the  ‘Royal’  mint  from  about  1810,  and  the  ‘Tower’  mint  before  that.  In  any 
case  the  Royal  mint  has  never  utilised  a  mint-mark  in  modern  times  unless  unavoid¬ 
able:  almost  the  only  exceptions  are  an  ‘l’  on  some  1931  Albanian  coins,  and  ‘pl’  on 
an  Australian  issue  of  1951. 

This  leaves  ‘r’  which,  as  I  have  said,  suited  nicely  as  it  wras  not  currently  in  use  in 
France,  but  fitted  into  its  mint-mark  system. 

I  therefore  suggest  that  ‘r’  here  simply  stands  for  ‘Royal(e)’  and  thus  neatly 
squares  all  the  circles  concerned. 

Perhaps  the  pundits  could  now  backtrack  on  the  relevant  documentation  and  see  if 
there  is  any  support  in  it  for  my  suggestion.  Is  there,  for  instance,  a  contract  (or  other 
enabling  document)  with,  or  from,  the  ‘Royal’  mint?  or  should  I  say  “(Monnaie) 
Royale”  ? 


HOW  NAPOLEON  TREATED  A  “GOOD  BOY”

These  three  billon  coins  are  of  very  little  monetary  value — if  I  remember  correctly 
they  all  came  from  scrapboxes — but  they  cover  a  very  interesting  and  changing  period 
of  European  history. 


HOW  NAPOLEON  TREATED  A  “GOOD  BOY” 
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They  all  come  from  Wurttemberg  in  Germany;  but  the  first  describes  the  ruler 
as  a  Duke,  a  title  held  from  1495  to  1803.  In  the  second  the  ruler  is  “Churfurst”, 
an  elector  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire — a  rank  held  by  the  ruler  of  Wurttemberg 
between  1803  and  1806.  On  the  third  coin  Wurttemberg  has  become  a  Kingdom, 
to  which  it  was  raised  in  1806. 

There  was  a  music  hall  joke  going  the  rounds  in  England  at  the  time.  “Napoleon 
is  saying  the  Lord’s  Prayer  with  the  Germans.  They  say,  ‘Thy  will  be  done’,  and  he 
says,  ‘Thy  kingdom  come’.” 

When  the  Germans  changed  sides  during  1813,  after  Napoleon’s  disaster  in 
Russia — which  timely  change  enabled  them  to  retain  their  “promotions”  after 
Napoleon’s  final  defeat — the  King  of  Wurttemberg  was  slightly  more  decent  than 
the  others.  As  Baron  de  Marbot  says  in  his  memoirs,  “The  King  of  Wurttemberg 
thought  it  his  duty  to  warn  Napoleon  that  all  Germany  was,  at  the  instigation  of  the 
English,  about  to  rise  against  him.  He  added  that  he  himself  w’ould  be  unable  to 
avoid  following  their  example,  for  he  must  at  length  yield  to  the  pressure  of  his 
subjects  and  follow  the  torrent  of  public  feeling  in  Germany”.

Welsh  Pub  Checks.  Dr.  Neil  B.  Todd  of  Newtonville,  Massachusetts,  U.S.A.,  is  preparing 
what  is  hoped  will  be  a  substantial  contribution  towards  a  Corpus  of  Welsh  Pub  Checks  (includ¬ 
ing  Monmouthshire).  At  one  time,  it  seemed  that  issues  were  in  fairly  limited  numbers,  but 
recent  research  shows  that  there  were  far  more  than  were  anticipated.  Over  300  have  now  been 
catalogued. 

The  publication  has  been  undertaken  by  the  National  Museum  of  Wales,  and  will  be  in  the 
same  format  as  Welsh  Tokens  of  the  Seventeenth  Century,  i.e.,  with  photographs  and  descriptions 
of  each  variety.  To  make  this  project  a  success,  it  is  obviously  necessary  to  include  absolutely 
every  piece,  and  to  this  end  a  most  welcome  enthusiasm  has  been  found  among  collectors  through¬ 
out  the  country  and  as  far  afield  as  Los  Angeles. 

The  undersigned  would  be  most  grateful  to  be  notified  of  any  pieces  which  readers  may 
happen  to  possess.  In  the  first  instance,  an  accurate  description  or  rubbing  (made  on  cigarette 
paper  with  graphite  from  a  soft  black  lead  pencil),  with  details  of  edge  and  metal,  is  sought.  In 
many  cases,  the  tokens  are  bound  to  be  “new”,  and  this  initial  response  would  be  followed,  there¬ 
fore,  by  a  request  to  borrow  the  piece  briefly  for  photography. 
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It  is  much  hoped  that  readers  will  continue  to  co-operate  in  this  matter  and  so  bring  to  per¬ 
fection  a  work  which  will  be  of  no  small  interest  to  collectors  of  the  series,  and  to  local  historians. 
Dr.  Todd,  who  is  a  scientist,  already  envisages  some  demographic  studies  based  on  the  material. 

Lastly,  is  it  too  much  to  hope  that  there  may  be  some  reader  who  can  provide  authentic  and 
definite  information  about  the  mode  of  use  of  such  tokens  ? — George  C.  Boon ,  Keeper  of  Archaeo¬ 
logy ,  National  Museum  of  Wales ,  Cardiff ,  CF 1  3NP. 

The  First  British  “Coin  Day”.  Regarding  Mr.  Robert  Seaman’s  historical  sketch  of  the 
British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies  in  the  December  Bulletin ,  the  earliest  “coin  day” 
was  held  at  the  Institute  of  Archaeology  a  year  earlier,  on  Saturday  17th  May  1947.  Your  firm 
contributed  to  the  exhibits.  A  group  photograph  taken  afterwards  (of  those  who  had  remained 
for  it)  shows  just  over  100  faces. 

In  November  of  the  same  year  was  held  the  preliminary  meeting  that  led  to  the  formation,  a 
month  later,  of  the  London  Numismatic  Club. — R.  N.  P.  Hawkins. 

Susan  B.  Anthony  Dollar  reduced  in  Size.  Colorado  State  Officials,  members  of  Con¬ 
gress,  Treasury  and  Federal  Reserve  Officials  joined  Director  of  the  Mint  Stella  B.  Hackel  at  the 
Denver  Mint  where  the  historic  new  Susan  B.  Anthony  Dollar  Coin  is  in  production.  The  new 
dollar  coin  will  be  released  to  the  public  in  July,  the  Director  said,  noting  that  the  Mint  facilities 
in  Philadelphia  and  San  Francisco  as  well  as  Denver  will  produce  nearly  500  million  of  the  new 
dollar  coins  before  they  are  released  in  order  to  insure  an  adequate  national  supply. 

The  Anthony  dollars  struck  in  Denver  will  be  designated  with  a  “d”  mint  mark;  those  pro¬ 
duced  in  Philadelphia  will  have  a  “p”  mint  mark;  and  the  “s”  mint  mark  will  appear  on  the 
dollars  struck  at  the  San  Francisco  Assay  Office. 

The  Anthony  dollar  is  sized  between  the  quarter  and  half  dollar  and  weighs  one-third  as  much 
as  four  quarters.  Mrs.  Hackel  explained  that  the  new  size  and  weight  were  designed  so  that  the 
new  coin  would  be  more  convenient  for  the  American  people.  The  new  dollar,  while  still  round, 
has  an  eleven-sided  inner  border  on  both  sides  of  the  coin  which  allows  the  coin  to  be  distin¬ 
guished  by  touch  as  well  as  sight. 

Widespread  use  of  the  new  dollar  will  result  in  substantial  cost  savings  to  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment,  Mrs.  Hackel  said.  The  new  dollar  coin  costs  about  three  cents  to  produce  and  has  a  life 
in  circulation  of  15  years,  as  compared  to  the  $1  note  which  costs  nearly  two  cents  to  produce  and 
lasts  about  18  months.  Private  industry — including  major  retailers,  banks  and  transit  com¬ 
panies — will  also  benefit,  due  to  the  faster,  easier  handling  of  $1  coins  as  compared  to  $1  notes. 
Also,  the  automated  merchandizing  industry  will  be  able  to  offer  a  far  wider  range  of  products  to 
consumers. 

Congress  passed  the  law  authorizing  the  new  coin  on  September  26,  1978,  and  the  President 
signed  it  into  law  on  October  10,  1978.  The  Anthony  design  was  selected  by  Congress  in 
recognition  of  Susan  B.  Anthony’s  lifelong  struggle  to  achieve  the  right  to  vote  for  women.  The 
reverse  side  design  is  the  Apollo  eagle  landing  on  the  Moon,  a  smaller  version  of  the  design  used 
on  the  existing  Eisenhower  dollar  coin.  The  coin  was  designed  by  Frank  Gasparro,  Chief  En¬ 
graver-Sculptor  of  the  United  States  Mint. —  IJ.S.  Department  of  the  Treasury  news  release. 

Epping  Forest  Roman  Hoard.  The  53  Roman  coins  found  in  Epping  Forest  15  months 
ago  represent  about  six  month’s  pay  for  a  soldier  of  that  period,  an  official  of  the  British  Museum 
told  a  coroner’s  court  jury  at  Epping.  The  coins,  all  dated  between  220  a.d.  and  270  a.d.,  were 
found  in  November  1977,  near  Baldwin’s  Hill,  Loughton,  by  Mr.  Ronald  Markham,  of  Queen 
Ann  Street,  London.  Mr.  Markham  was  in  the  forest  investigating  how  the  movement  of  soil 
into  water  courses  sometimes  deposited  buried  treasure  in  the  silt.  That  day,  he  and  his  wife 
retrieved  the  hoard  of  coins  without  the  use  of  a  metal  detector,  the  court  was  told. 

Mr.  John  Besent,  superintendent  of  Epping  Forest,  said  Mr.  Markham  had  handed  the  coins 
in  to  his  office,  where  they  were  sent  to  the  librarian  at  the  Corporation  of  London  for  identi¬ 
fication.  A  more  detailed  identification  was  later  carried  out  by  the  British  Museum. 

Mr.  Robert  Carson,  keeper  of  coins  and  medals  at  the  British  Museum,  told  the  court  that  all 
the  coins  contained  about  2.5  per  cent  silver,  but  were  not  in  very  good  condition.  He  thought 
that  as  they  were  all  found  together,  they  were  possibly  somebody’s  savings.  Mr.  Carson  said 
the  money  was  probably  equivalent  to  six  months’  salary  of  a  soldier  in  those  days.  Now  the 
coins  were  worth  about  £2  each.  The  British  Museum  is  to  buy  the  coins  it  wants  and  offer  the 
rest  to  local  museums.  If  they  are  not  wanted,  they  will  be  returned  to  the  finder. — West  Essex 
Gazette  &  Independent  ( Epping  &  Ongar ),  9th  February ,  1979. 

No  More  Guernsey  Halfpence.  No  more  half-penny  coins  are  to  be  minted  by  Guernsey. 
The  main  reasons  are  inflation  and  the  cost  of  minting  the  coins,  which  is  more  than  Jp  each. — 
Daily  Telegraph ,  22nd  March,  1979.

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I  am  delighted  to  have  this  opportunity  to  express  my  own  view  of  the  future  of  Seaby  (Rare  Books) 
Ltd.  It  is  exciting  indeed  to  be  closely  involved  in  the  reaffirmation  by  Seaby’s  that  old,  rare,  and 
simply  out-of-print  numismatic  books  are  not  only  an  important  adjunct  to  coin  collecting,  but 
are  also  a  field  of  collecting  in  their  own  right. 

Although  I  have  never  been  a  coin  dealer  myself,  I  was  for  many  years  a  keen,  albeit  impecunious, 
collector  of  18th  and  early  19th  century  trade  tokens.  Sadly,  I  have  not  collected  these  for  some 
years  however,  partly  because  I  found  myself  at  a  very  early  stage  ‘discovering’  what  to  me  proved 
to  be  the  more  unusual,  much  cheaper  and  completely  fascinating  world  of  old  books.  When  I 
began  collecting  some  twenty  years  ago,  prices  of  everything  collectable  were,  by  present-day 
standards,  incredibly  low.  The  prices  of  many  books  were  a  tenth  or  even  a  twentieth  of  what  they 
are  now.  Indeed,  it  is  true  to  say  that  I  was  welcomed  with  open  arms  by  many  booksellers  who 
regard  numismatic  books  in  the  same  light  that  many  still  view  theology.  Such  books  were  to  be 
suffered,  certainly  not  enthusiastically  sought  for. 

Perhaps  the  most  notable  change  to  have  happened  in  those  twenty  years,  however,  is  the  com¬ 
parative  revaluation  of  books  in  European  languages  other  than  English.  Numismatic  books  in, 
say,  German,  Dutch  or  Scandinavian  languages  were  regarded  in  England  as  late  as  1970  as 
difficult  to  sell.  How  different  this  is  now! 

Old  numismatic  books  come,  I  suppose,  into  three  broad  categories.  There  is  first  that  group 
rather  grandiosely  described  as  ‘standard  works’.  These  are  books  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
cognoscenti,  are  still  largely  numismatically  valuable,  and  which  normally  incorporate  the  latest 
research  on  a  subject,  research  which  has  not  yet  been  substantially  challenged.  By  their  very 
nature  these  books  are,  of  course,  mainly  comparatively  recent  in  date,  although  by  no  means 
exclusively  so.  Johann  Hirsch’s  ‘Teutschen  Reichs  Munz-Archiv’  (1756-1768),  and  Ruding’s 
‘Annals  of  the  Coinage’  ( 1 840)  are  noteworthy  exceptions,  for  example. 

A  second  broad  group  of  old  numismatic  books  is  one  that  is  perhaps  most  dear  to  my  heart.  This 
is  that  timeless  group  which  nourishes  the  pure  bibliophile  and  includes  books  which,  although 
numismatic  in  content,  are  also  fine  examples  of  printing,  (Aldus,  Elzevir,  Baskerville  &c.),  or  of 
illustration  (by  Fulvius  &  Vico  in  the  16th  century,  by  George  Vertue  &  Christian  de  Mechel  in 
the  18th  and  by  Noehden  in  the  19th.).  In  this  broad  group  I  would  also  include  books  in  fine 
bindings.  I  know  l  am  in  good  historical  company  when  1  prize  highly  superb  copies  of  books 
which,  in  poor  or  indifferent  bindings,  I  would  regard  with  little  enthusiasm.  In  this  second  group 
it  is  also  right  to  include  volumes  with  remarkable  provenances,  books  identifiably  deriving  from 
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the  libraries  of  the  famous  through  the  ages.  I  have,  I  suppose,  an  unashamedly  romantic  view  of 
history.  An  early  inscription,  bookplate  or  armorial  binding  brings  alive  to  me  a  real  sense  of 
historical  continuity. 

So  much  at  present  for  my  group  two.  My  third  category  of  numismatic  books  includes,  I  think, 
manuscripts,  autograph  letters  and  association  copies  connected  with  coin  collectors,  numis¬ 
matic  authors  and  the  like.  In  my  view,  all  these  are  eminently  collectable,  and  many  are  still 
comparatively  inexpensive.  Important  manuscripts  are,  of  course,  more  costly  and  are  rarely 
offered  for  sale  as,  by  their  very  nature,  they  are  usually  preserved  in  the  major  public  archives. 
Artificial  groupings  are  naturally  (tautologically  speaking)  artificial.  The  three  groups  of  books  I 
have  tentatively  suggested  above  clearly  exclude  that  large  bulk  of  numismatic  literature  that  falls 
into  none  of  these  categories.  One  might  easily  make  a  group  of  those  books  which,  in  their  day, 
were  regarded  as  important,  or  of  books  intended  primarily  for  the  young  collector,  or  of  auction 
catalogues,  or  of  ephemeral  material  (broadsides,  advertisements,  priced  lists,  exhibition  catalogues 
and  the  like),  and  so  forth. 

From  the  foregoing  it  is,  I  hope,  clear  that  numismatic  literature  is  a  large  and  exciting  field  for  the 
collector.  In  my  view,  moreover,  books  are  still  comparatively  inexpensive  and  are  eminently 
worthy  of  the  attention  of  collectors  both  old  and  new,  rich  and  (moderately)  poor. 

But  now  for  the  future. 

At  Seaby  Rare  Books  our  present  plans  are  on  the  following  lines:  in  the  first  place  we  hope  to 
maintain  a  substantial  and  wide-ranging  stock  here  at  Audley  House,  concentrating  particularly 
on  the  books  I  have  referred  to  above.  We  will  be  buying  actively  both  in  the  sale  rooms  and,  of 
course,  privately.  We  welcome  at  all  times  offers  of  both  individual  books  and  substantial  collec¬ 
tions.  I  am  planning  buying  trips  in  both  the  U.S.A.  and  South  Africa  this  year,  and  would 
particularly  welcome  meeting  collectors  with  books  for  sale  in  these  two  countries.  Buying,  how¬ 
ever,  is  only  half  of  the  story.  Each  month  I  shall  include  a  selection  of  books  for  sale  in  the 
Bulletin.  I  am  hoping  that  this  section  of  the  Bulletin  may  develop  into  a  ‘bulletin  within  a  bulletin’, 
and  include  perhaps  an  article  each  month  of  interest  to  numismatic  book  collectors.  1  would 
certainly  welcome  the  views  of  collectors  on  what  they  would  like  to  see. 

In  addition  to  this  monthly  bulletin  list  I  shall  produce  two  substantial  illustrated  catalogues  each 
year,  which  will  probably  be  in  the  style  of  the  old  John  Drury  catalogues.  Readers  who  would  like 
to  receive  copies  should  let  me  know.  For  the  time  being  these  will  be  sent  free,  although  it  seems 
highly  likely  that  we  will  have  to  make  a  small  charge  from  next  year. 

It  remains  only  for  me  to  say  that  I  look  forward  very  much  to  meeting  any  collector  who  has  the 
opportunity  to  visit  us  at  Audley  House.  I  regard  this  personal  contact  as  most  important,  a  view 
which  is  undoubtedly  shared  by  all  my  colleagues  here.  David  Edmunds
